A famous Fai vic, erefted and 
deſigned according to the delightful Dimenſions of the Derick Order of 
ArchiteQure, ſituate in the Medium of a pleaſant Garden , adorned with 
the beautiful bravery of divers-colour'd Flowers , ſuitable toall the Seaſons 
of the year, and on the extream top of this Fountain is artfully elevated 
the Figure of Time, properly accomodate with all the Emblemat icaltigna- 
- lities, which are pertinent to his Repreſentation, as Shepe, Fore:lock, 
Wings, Hour-Glaſs , Syth, &c. Round about bencath him on ſeveral 
Deſcents, gradually diſtinguiſhed, fit the Twelve Months of the year; 
but in the front of this Fountain on a Pedeſtal , is perſpicuoully placed ,-j 
Perſon repreſenting the judicial ,/ critical; and /punQual:facultylof 
minutary Minion , Opportahury , which is the Spealier; whoſe Habits with 
all other, pertinent 4compliſſments, I ſhall 'orCerly defcribe in \ this 
method. : in; 
1. OPPORTUNITY, In a Robe of Watchet-colour'd Satten , 
richly Embroidered , and all over feed with: Silver, a filver Scarf fringed

the ground of which is Azure , with the Hand and literal Figures O R, 
the Finger pointing at xii, On his Shoulders a pair of golden and purple 
Wings; on his Feet a pair of carnation Buskins , laced and ſurfled with 
gold and filver Ribon. In his left hand he beareth on a large Shield , Yerr, 
an Angler fiſhing in a River proper, drawing up a large Fiſh, the Motto, 
In tempore veni quod onnizm rerum eſt primum.

7. SEPTEMBER, A Ladyof merry chearful countenance, in a 
purple Robe, a French green and gold (ilk Scarf, a brown flaxen Hair , 2 
wreath of white and purple Grapes, Apples, Plumbs, Pears, green 
Walnuts mixed with their leaves; on her Forchead the Sign Libre, with 
Wings of divers colours. In one hand ſhe bears a Shield, charged with 
the Arms of the Worſhipful Company of Skizners : In the other, a Banner 
of the Companies.

10. DECEMBER, Anold Man of a crabbed viſage, his Noſe red, 
he is wrap'd in an /riſb Rug,girt about him, an old white Peruke, on which is 
no Garland, but three or four Night-caps, and over them a Twk:/h Tur- 
bant, ſtuck with Holy, Ivy, and Miſletow, with black Wings z and on his 
Forehead the Sign Capricorn. On his hands are furr'd Mittens, in one of

11. JANUARY, An old Woman clad all in white Flannel, with a 
white ſhag'd 1rsſb Mantle, ( like the colour of the Earth at this time 
when apparcl'd in Snow ) a gray long Hair, with a wreath of Parſnips, 
Cabbage , Turnips , and Carrots, with milk-white Wings, bearing the 
Sign Aquarizes. In one hand ſhe beareth a Target, beautified with the 


Arms of the Worſhipful Company of Yintners : In the other a Banner of 
the City. 


12, FEBRUARY, An ancient Perſon in a Robe of dark sky-colour, 
edg'd with light sky and filyer Fringe, femined all over with bright-ſhining 
ſparkling golden Stars, which commonly glare and gliſter in freezing 
nights, a Mantle of ſilver, embroider'd with froſt-work, a Coronet of 
Ew, Cyprels, Juniper, Pine-leaves, and their Apples, tipp'd all of 
them with ſnow-drops; black , blew, white, and yellow Wings; on her 
Forehead the pedal Sign of P:ſces.

BONOPERA, aPrincely Shepherdeſs of a lovely look, in a Robe 
of fray: reen ſilk and ſilver, on which is a Mantle of Brimſtone.green (ilk 
and gold; with the like Fringe, a bright brown Hair, on which is a Chaplet, 
containing variety of Fruits to ſignifie Good Works, according to her Name, 
Willow-green ſilk Hoſe; white ſhoos tye1 with yellow and green and gold 
Ribon; a golden _ by her ſide; in one hanJ, a golden Crook; and in 
the other a Banner of the City. 

In the Front of this Scene, on the Stage isconveniently firſt plac'd a Golden 
Ram , 'd by a pretty Rider, which is a very beautiful Boy, with ſuch 
features of Face, curioſity of Complexion, and Symmetry of Limbs, that he 
would have been an excellent Original todraw an Angel by ; and have prevai- 
led with Medea as far as Faſo did when he obtained the Golden Fleece at 
Colchos, Heis Arrayed ina bright ſnk Sea-green Robe, largely Fringed with 
Gold, a poppinjay green and gold Mantle ; bright, long curl'd flaxen Hair; a

Drapers, and are back'd by two Negros, richly and properly habited. 
And on ſeveral parts of this celebrious Chariot, are properly placed in 
elegant Order , certain eminent Figures, whole þ rm yen Dreſſes, ſignifi- 
cant Emblems, and majeſtic Motion, add Life and Soul to the body of the 
building , which are in number Eight, +z.

The Speech being ended , his Lordſhip giving ſufficient demonſtration 
of being well contented, proceedeth through a tumultuous Torrent of

But in brief they were Shows to one another,the diforder'd People below 
in the Street was an excellent Scene of confuſion to the Spectators above in 
the Belconies,who like waves of the Sea,did in continual agitation, roul over 
one anothers necks like Billows in the Ocean,and the —_—_—y above were as 
pleaſurable a ſight to the SpeRators below,where hundreds of various defen.- 
ſive poſtures were ſcrew'd, for prevention of the fiery Serpents and Crac. 
kers that inſtantly aſſaulted the Perukes of the Gallants, and the Merkins of 
the Madams. In that Scene below, I ſaw a fellow carried in a throng of 
Squeezers, upon Men's backs like a Pageant for the ſpace of thirty Yards; in 
al which time, being ſomewhat over-ſ{enſible of his Elevation,ftrutted, cock'd 
his Beaver,and rid in Triumph,'till at lat a new provocation of diverſion ſepa- 
rating the ſhoulders of his Supporters, drop'd him in a diſmal dirty kennel, 
whil'ſt a race of freſh Gameſters ran over him, Like a popular Favourite, 
who when the FaCtion diſſipates, is left to himſelf,and laid liable to all misfor- 
tunes. Bur ( in this time) my Lord is come to St. Zawence-Lane end , 
where he is jovially ſaluted with a.Scene of Drolls, being all pertinent 
perluns in merry conformity to the Drapers Company.
